It was admitteé by Mr. Whyte and 
yourself in an interview with the lead- 
ing business men here on the Ist of 
Dee. 1893, That Edmonton was en- 
titled to export rates. Since then the 
population and products have so great- 
ly increased as to confirm and strength- 
en our claim to such rates. 

The C. P. R. were given an immense 
landed estate in Northern Alberta, in 
return for which they have not yet 
supplied equivalent railway accommo- 
dation to the district and by which 
they are ina position to retard if not 
prevent the construction of competing 
lines for the present. Should the C, P. 
R. fail to recognize the public duties 
pertaining to such valuable rights, an 
agitation will in due time arise either 
for adequate railway accommodation or 
the resumption by the people of the 
public lands. A wise landlord’s policy 
is to do everything to promote the per- 
manent prosperity of his tenantry,often 
sacrificing his present profits for their 
benefit knowing he will ultimately be 
recoupe with interest on his invest. 
ment. The relations the C. P. R. and 
the people of the Edmontcn district 
occupy towards each other are very 
similar to those ofa landlord to his 
agricultural tenants. We do not, how- 
ever, mistake the C. P. R. for a be- 
nevolent institution and ask its keen 
business managers to run it at a loss to 
put money in our pockets. On the 
contrary we propose an arrangement for 
our mutual advantage, saying: Give us 
the lowest possible rates to our natural 
markets and thereby foster and en- 
courage the production of the district, 
increase immigration to it, sell your 
lands and build up a large and profit- 

able freight business for yourselves. 


Owing to our far western situation 
and distance, competition with the in- 
tervening producing districts of Assin- 
niboia and Manitoba to eastern mark- 
ets, is impossible. Our natural mark- 
ets are Southern Alberta and British 
Columbia. 


We have thought the foregoing in- 
troductory remarks to be necessary to 
remind you of our position and what 
we think of it here at Edmonton, 
which is only one place among hun- 
dreds with which you have dealings, 
and will now go into details of the 
rates we ask for and why we think we 
should get them. 


Referring to your letter of 14th 
September, we beg most respectfully to 
reply to such points es are not herein- 
before disposed of. 

(a) Gratin and Bread StTurrs 
to Vancouver: We have not asked 
for a rate on actual mileage to the 
coast, but on the computed mileage on 
which you base all your freight calcula- 
tions. We suppose that in making 
the computation, sufficient allowance 
for extra difficulty in hauling was 
made. We only ask for the same rate 
on mileage west as you give on actual 
mileage east to Port Arthur. You 
haul at a still cheaper rate between 
competing points in order to get and 
build up business.

We are not able to discuss with you 
the amount of your earnings or profits 
per mile at present rates from Edmon- 
ton to the coast, but would call your 
attention to the fact that you consider 
business profitable at a much lower 
rate of earnings per mile over the same 
‘““most expensive route to operate,” pro- 
vided the shipment is from Montreal 
to the Pacific coast instead of from Ed- 
monton to the coast. 


(b). Our rates to the interior of 
British Columbia may be as favorable 
as from any other section of the prairie 
but asthe people of these other sec- 
tions of the prairie are likewise com- 
plaining, you being able to prove us to 
be no worse off than they are, would not 
remove our grievance. 

But we claim that we are being dis- 
ctiminated against for owing to our 
geographical position we can only ex- 
port to the west, whereas Manitoba and 
Assiniboia are given rates which enable 
them to ship east and can also ship 
west and compete with us in our only 
market. You gave usa market rate 
of 33c per 100 pounds east to Port 
Arthur, or intermediate points, which 
is of no practical benefit to us ; what 
we contend for is a proportionate rate 
in the only direction in which we can 
export namely to our western markets. 
The fact must not be overlooked that 
this is an exporting district and as such
